Some like it very hot! 


AFTER years of making his hot 
sauce for family and friends, Mau¬ 
rice “Mo” Ricketts from the tiny 
hamlet of Compton Durville, South 
Petherton, finally went public this 
year and has been testing the market 
in local outlets with a favourable re¬ 
sponse. 

Colmers in South Petherton was 
the first place to give the suitably 
named “Mozown” hot pepper sauce 
a go and now it is in Our Shop in 
Hinton St George, The Trading Post 
at Lopen and local food champion Jo 
Mills at the Seavington Village Store 
and Cafe has set up a food tasting 
with Mozown and the Sausage Shed, 
on Thursday, May 3rd, from 10 am 
until 2pm. 

Mo said he had been making his 
sauce, which he describes as “essen¬ 
tial seasoning for the relief of apa¬ 
thetic food” for decades, delivering 
it to friends in any bottle to hand and 
has been badgered for years by them 
all, to try it out commercially. 

He said: “Basically it is a West In¬ 
dian style sauce, we have a family 
connection, and over there everyone 
has their own version of a hot sauce 
that they use on a daily basis. 

“I have made mine from a recipe 
Eve known since childhood really, it 
goes particularly well on grilled 
chicken, pork and sea fish and, of

course, sausages and can also be 
used as a marinade. It’s not a jokey 
sauce like some you see on the 
shelves. It is made from basic 
healthy ingredients, all sourced 
through our local greengrocer. 

“The trouble at the moment is that 
it’s an unknown quantity as we are 
starting out and we don’t know what 
quantity we will need. I have 
dumbed it down just a little for the 
public but it is still hotter than your 
average sauce and importantly it has 
taste, it doesn’t just blow your socks 
off and nothing else.” 

Mo’s wife Caroline, who is a nurse, 
has been drafted in as chief onion 
chopper. She said: “It’s all about 
stages in life, we haven’t really had 
the time up to now to think about it, 
with various family commitments. 

“We started in January and the first 
thing we had to do was get our 
kitchen inspected. We both cook and 
are always careful what we eat, mak¬ 
ing things from scratch with local 
produce. The idea of buying soups to 
me is ludicrous. 

“The sauce has many uses and our 
daughter’s friends at college use it 
for their chili con came, rather than 
going out to buy chilies which are 
quite expensive. So it’s useful to 


keep in the cupboard.” 

The sauce comes in PET plastic 
bottles which can be recycled as part 
of the doorstep collection, and a 
friend Marcus, at Bond Design did 
the labelling. 

Mo said: “The local bush telegraph 
is great, I went and saw Jo at Seav¬ 
ington after talking to a chap who is 
involved in the shop. It was already 
in Colmers in South Petherton which 
is a really good nichy kind of shop, I 
trialled it there and it went well. 

“Then I was at the Lord Poulett 
Arms in Hinton one evening with my 
friend who designed the label and 
there were bar snacks around so we 
asked Michelle the landlady, and 
ripped a bottle open to let people try 
it. Later a guy who had tried it there, 
asked her where it had come from 
and said he must have it at Seaving¬ 
ton. 

“I had already thought about Hin¬ 
ton village shop and after going to 
meet Jo, I called Ivan at the Sausage 
Shed and said Seavington would like 
to have your sausages - would you 
like to come along to a taste testing? 

“Apart from anything else it’s fun 
and really nice that everyone has 
been so enthusiastic about the sauce. 
We are working on a sweet chilli 
sauce now, which will be ready 
soon.”

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Double cat mystery 

MYSTERY surrounds the disappearance of two family 
cats, both of which went missing on the same day. 

The four-year-old pets may have been catnapped by 
drug addicts and sold.

Mrs Brown said the disappearance of the cats, called 
Ginger and Scampy, had particularly upset Peter, who 
is registered disabled.

But 
they haven't got them." 

She has also made inquiries with local vets and with 
the police, but all to no avail. 

She said her worst fear was that someone malicious 
had stolen the cats and possibly sold them to get 
money for drugs. 

"It's very strange that our two cats went missing on 
the same day,"she added.

Speedwatch group to address problems? 



HALF of all drivers do at least 
30mph in the 20mph zone along the 
eastern approach to Crewkerne, traf¬ 
fic engineers have discovered. 

A two-month speed survey earlier 
this year revealed that car users usu¬ 
ally flout both 20mph and 30mph 
limits. 

The shocking results promoted 
civic chiefs at their April highways 
committee to back a proposed Com¬ 
munity Speedwatch group for the 
town. 

The figures were contained in a re¬ 
port by county traffic engineer Dave 
Grabham. He told members that a 
speed device had been placed in the 
20mph zone at the bottom of Mount 
Pleasant and then at the top of the 
hill beside the cemetery, where the 
limit is 30mph.

He wrote: “In the 20mph limit, the 
average speed is 30mph — which is 
obviously high, but not too bad for 
an urban area. But, about 50 per cent 
of all vehicles are traveling in excess 
of 30mph. At the top of the hill, the 
average and 85 percentile speeds are 
slightly high at 34mph and 39mph.” 

An 85 percentile speed is a key 
benchmark used by traffic engineers 
as it marks the speed below which 85 
per cent of motorists drive on a given 
road. It is reckoned to indicate the 
speed that most drivers consider 
“safe and reasonable”. 

But town councillors were less than 
impressed. Councillor Neil 
Sturtivant described such high 
speeds as “worrying”. Councillor 


Andrea Stuart, who lives at Mount 
Pleasant, called for traffic calming 
measures, adding: “It’s worrying to 
see people doing over 30mph in a 
20mph zone. We’ve got a zebra 
crossing, we’ve got the school kids. 
If you use that crossing you take a 
leap of faith. They whiz past.” 

Councillor Mike Best said moves 
were afoot to establish a Community 
Speedwatch group, similar to ones in 
Misterton, West Chinnock and Clap¬ 
ton. The Misterton group, armed 
with their speed gun and hi-visibility 
jackets, have agreed to help a local 
recruitment drive by attending the 
Crewkerne Farmers Market in May. 

Councillor Best said: “A Speed¬ 
watch group is one way to address 
the speeding problem in Crewk- 
eme.” 


Tucked away gallery 


A NEW art gallery has 
opened in one of Crewk¬ 
erne’s quaint and secret 
backwaters, Victoria Mews. 

The Jubilee Gallery is 
bursting with original 
works by local artists who 
are hoping to start an artis¬ 
tic revival in the town cen¬ 
tre. 

The driving force behind 
the gallery is landscape and 
portrait painter David 
Brackston, who lives in 
nearby North Street. 

He said the town has 


lacked a gallery, so a group 
of local artists decided to 
open the gallery in time to 
celebrate the Queen’s Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee. 

Others include painters 
Pru Nedham, Alan Kennell 
and Mary Dickinson, plus 
sculptor Richard Langdon, 
potter Monica Murphy, and 
Mr Brackston’s wife Dee, 
who makes quilts.

“Because our current premises in South 
Street is so limited in capacity, there is no 
option for more doctors to join us at the 
moment. 

“We hope when the new surgery is fully 
opened that community groups will use it 
after hours in the evenings, the large recep¬ 
tion area will have moveable chairs and 
large display screen, they will also have ac¬ 
cess to the kitchen and toilet facilities. 

“If anyone is interested we can put them 
on a list as we are hoping to get people on 


a regular basis.” 

The Osbornes have found that there are 
still people in the town who do not realise 
their surgery is there, even though they 
have been working in the town for several 
years now. 

Both couples are keen beekeepers and 
sell jars of honey on reception. 

Mrs Osborne said: “We like the surgery 
to have a friendly and family-orientated 
feel. 

“Some people are very frightened about 
going to their doctor and it should be a wel¬ 
coming place.”

There’s a lot of work to do as 
we have to provide fire and sound 
barriers between the residential and 
commercial parts of the building as 
well as reorganise the internal 
spaces and create a separate en¬ 
trance.” 

Hinton St George is one of only 
three successful applicants to Vil¬ 
lage SOS in Somerset. The project 
to bring a redundant part of a build¬ 
ing into use and to tackle the short¬ 
age of housing in the area also 
supports local employment. This 


project has also been supported by 
the award of a grant of £6,000 from 
South Somerset District Council 
Area West Community Lund. The 
spacious two-bedroom flat with its 
own entrance will become avail¬ 
able for rent as soon as the work is 
completed. 

Meanwhile the shop goes from 
strength to strength as new man¬ 
ager Sandra Bales settles into her 
role and gradually increases the 
range of stock. She commented: 
“I’ve come into manage Our Shop 
at an exciting time. There’s always 
something new to try and we hope 
people will keep popping in to see 
what’s on offer, have a chat and 
enjoy the unique experience.”

She also recalled every¬ 
one gathering at a friend’s 
house to watch the Coro¬ 
nation on their television 
as not many people had 
one, and a big marquee at 
Donyatt Bowling Club 
with bonfires on Herne 
Hill. 

Delphine Madge, who 
used to live at Sticklepath 
and cleaned at the farm 
where her father worked, 
remembered street parties 
at Combe St Nicholas and 
listening to the Coronation 
commentary on the radio. 
Delphine said: “I think the 
Queen works hard, so 
does Princess Anne. I got 
close to her when she 
came to Chard. I know 
the Queen loves animals 
and I think she speaks her 
mind, they say she does.” 

Vera Lillingham, from 
Thorncombe, said the 
Queen was marvellous 
and remembered villagers 
crowding around her 
neighbour’s television 
with their sandwiches.

Essential support from Rotary 


VICTIMS of the next global human¬ 
itarian catastrophe - whether earth¬ 
quake, hurricane, or tsunami - stand 
a better chance of survival, thanks to 
the generosity of the Rotary Club of 
Crewkerne. 

The 40 members have donated 
enough money to pay for six ingen¬ 
ious “Waterboxes”, each of which 
can help sustain a family for a whole 
year.

The club this week handed over a 
bumper cheque for the amount at 
their regular Monday lunchtime 
gathering at the White Lion Carvery 
in Hermitage Street.

During the meeting, visiting Rotar¬ 
ian Hugo Pike,who helped devise the 
Waterbox, gave a presentation about 
it. 

Each box is carefully packed with 
more than £100 worth of survival es¬ 
sentials, the most important of which 
is a water purification kit consisting 
of muslin gauze, a carbon filter car¬ 
tridge, chlorine purification tablets, 
and a handpump. 

The kit can daily purify eight litres 
of drinking water, enough for four 
people, and keep going for a year. 

But every waterbox also contains a 
treasure trove of other household es¬ 
sentials, including: a basic first aid 


kit; enamel plates, bowls and mugs; 
metal knives, forks and spoons; a 
can-opener; a small cooker; a selec¬ 
tion of hand-tools; nails; rope and 
twine; matches and candles; soap 
and toothbrushes; and a sewing kit. 

Mr Pike thanked the Crewkerne 
club and Mr Heyd-Smith for sup¬ 
porting the Waterbox scheme which 
is the brainchild of the Rotary club at 
Chelwood Bridge, North East Som¬ 
erset. 

He said Crewkerne was one of the 
most active and supportive clubs in 
the entire district when it came to 
waterboxes. 

He added: “A box provides a sup¬ 
ply of clean water for a family for up 
to a year, plus other essential items 
to help them re-build their lives.”

I F you're driving along towards 
Langport from the Taunton di¬ 
rection, you may whizz straight 
past Greenshutters Nurseries & Gar¬ 
den Centre. 

That would be a pity as you'd miss 
one of the most attractive family- 
run nurseries in the area. 

Roger and Donna Eavis have 
owned Greenshutters Nurseries at 
the village of Fivehead since 1998. 
They stock an extensive range of 
plants from trees and shrubs to 
herbaceous perennials and bed¬ 
ding plants, but they also specialise 
in evergreen hedging, take orders 
online, and deliver a wide range of 
evergreen hedging plants by 
courier all over the UK. 

The nursery and garden centre 
stands on five acres, high above the 
vale of Taunton Deane, backed by 
countryside and ancient woodland. 
From theTaunton direction, Green¬ 
shutters is just beyond the sign for 
Fivehead. There is a good view¬ 
point from the nursery and you can 
see the Quantocks in the distance 
on a clear day. 

Although it is the tables of various 
seasonal plants, the pots, the topi¬ 
ary, the large range of fruit and or¬ 
namental trees that first take the 
eye, much of Greenshutters' busi¬ 
ness goes on beyond the first im¬ 
pressions of visitors. 

This is the growing area for ever¬ 
green hedging and specimen 
conifers - rows of leylandii, cherry 
laurel, Portugal laurel, Photinia, 
Viburnum tinus and Griselinia. In a 
yard behind that, the plants are 
prepared ready to send out via the 
couriers - orders ready to go off to 


all corners of the UK. 

The evergreen hedging forms half 
the sales of the business. Trimmed 
and neat, the leylandii which gets 
such a bad press form beautiful 
healthy, dense hedges that can be 
seen on the nursery, the different 
varieties in varying shades of green 
and gold. 

"Leylandii is a good hedge if it is 
trimmed back to the same height 
and width every year, but it must 
be done once or twice every year 
from planting"said Roger. 

There are also large specimen 
conifers available such as Thuja 
'Emerald' an attractive conifer that 
could be grown as a screen or 
stand-alone specimen. "It has a 
neat conical habit and can be 
trimmed at the top each year to 
keep the height down, other than 
that, it keeps its neat shape and 
needs no other maintenance" 
Roger explains. 

Many customers want an instant 
six foot high hedge, while there are 
others content to have smaller 
plants they grow on themselves. 
Gardens dominated by beds of 
conifers are not so popular now but 
conifers can be very effective in 
mixed planting giving structure 
and year-round colour. Most of 
them are also extremely hardy and 
will withstand the cold winters 
we've been having recently. 

"We try to grow as much as possi¬ 
ble ourselves," said Roger. They 
grow thousands of plants a year to 
supply the Garden Centre and the 
Evergreen Hedging Centre. 

Roger grew up on a nursery be¬ 
fore studying for a degree in agri¬ 


culture at Newcastle University, fol¬ 
lowed by a PhD in Plant Physiology 
from Wye College. He worked in 
Aberdeen at a horticultural/agricul¬ 
tural college doing research and 
teaching, but then the opportunity 
arose to buy his own nursery. The 
family live on site. 

Many years ago Greenshutters 
was a cut-flower nursery with six 
large greenhouses. Just one has 
survived from the 1950's and is 
being restored to make an attrac¬ 
tive vintage wooden glasshouse 
once again. 

In contrast on the other side of 
the garden centre there is a display 
tunnel with bedding plants sur¬ 
rounded by decorative items, pots 
and planters, olive trees in pots and 
garden wall mirrors. 

"We've changed the layout of the 
garden centre in recent years, with 
the plants not in rows now but on 
tables that are more customer 
friendly and people don't have to 
stoop to look at the plants," said 
Roger."There will be more benches 
to stop and sit down and enjoy the 
view". 

Customers know they are getting 
good quality plants at Greenshut¬ 
ters and that personal touch that 
comes with good customer service 
-advice is freely given to any cus¬ 
tomer that needs help choosing 
plants for their garden. 

They are open seven days a week, 
throughout the year, only closing 
between Christmas and New Year.
